DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . No claim amendments are made in view of applicant's remarks filed 25 June

4. Claims 1-14 and 18-19 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest, either alone or in 
combination, the claimed conversion and lubricating coating composition comprising 
oxyethylated aliphatic alcohol having the claimed number of carbon atoms in the 
claimed amount, dissolved phosphate anions in the claimed amount and a component 
selected from the group consisting of Li, Na and K salts of fatty acids, wherein the anion 
of the fatty acids comprises the claimed number of carbon atoms, and the ratio of the 
component and the oxyethylated aliphatic alcohol is at least 0.2:1 .0 and not more than 
10:1.0.
